COAL OUTPUT AND EXPORTS. 

Sir James Remnant asked the Leader of the 
House whether he was aware that the export of 
coal from the United Kingdom, in January last, 
exceeded the export in any month «since Auguat 
last, and whether it was the policy of the Go- 
vernment to permit exports of coal, even though 
the inland requirements of industry, public 
utility services, and householders had not been 
fully met.

Efforts, at the same 
time, have been made to transfer supplies from | 
districts where there is a surplus to districts | 
where the output is insufficient to meet the | 
coal needs, and it is only after such transfer 
has been made, so far as transport permits, that 
permission for export has been allowed. The 
difficulties of transport have not, however, mado 
it possible to meet all necessary inland require- 
ments, and it has become necessary to take more 
drastic steps to secure the removal of coal to 
areas where there is a deficiency. It has, there. 
fore, been decided to give coastwise and rail 
movements of coal such priority as is necessary 
to ensure that the — of the consumers 
are met as far as ible.

ROYAL INSTITUTE OF THE 
ARCHITECTS OF IRELAND. 
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PRESIDENT'S INAUGURAL ADDRESS. 
A statutory general meeting of the Royal In- 
stitute of the Architects of Ireland was held on 
Thursday last at 31 South Frederick. street, 
Dublin, the President, Mr. Lucius O'Callaghan, 
F.R.L.A.I., in the chair. The attendance in- 
cluded Messrs. W. Kaye-Parry, R. Caulfeild 
Orpen, FP. Munden, H. T. O'Rourke, G. L. 
O'Connor, P. J. Brady, F. Hayes, F. G. Hicks, 
J. H. Webb, J. Holloway, 8. M. Ashlin, and H. 
Allberry. honorary secretary. 

The minutes of the annual general meeting 
having been read and signed, the President 
read his inaugural address. After referring to 
the honour that his fellow architecte conferred 
upon him in electing him as their president 
for the next three years, he said that one of the 
greatest needs in the architectural profession 
was the need for registration. He could not 
imagine how any one could object to the pasa- 
ing of a properly drafted Bill, one which 
would prohibit any but qualified men from 
practising as architects. One objection some- 
trmes urged against the passing of a Registra- 
tion Bill was the fact that it would probably 
necessitate the enrolling of all practising archi- 
tects, irrespective of their qualifications, as 
registered architects. Was it not ome that 
would soon cease to trouble? 

The war, whilst dealing a heavy blow to ar- 
chitects by the suspension of building opera- 
tions, had had at least the merit by eo ¢o 
ing of focussing public attention on “ Hous- 
ing.” The very dearth of houses had com- 
pelled the Government to take steps to meet 
the demand. The Government having to find a 
large part of the expenditure had wisely de- 
termined to safeguard itself as far as possible 
by seeing that the work was carried out by ar- 
chitects. The Local Government Board for 
Ireland were most sympathetic when ap- 
proached with a view to the making of rules 
for the employment of architects. Dr. Cowan 
considered it advisable to forward the po-i:y of 
seeing that a properly qualified architect should 
be employed in each housing scheme. It was, 
he was sure, common knowledge that a Bill for 
the Registration of Engineers was to be laid 
before Parliament’ in the near future. Al- 
though he was not at liberty to discuss the 
clauses of the Bill at present, he might say 
that he had been permitted to see a draft cf it, 
and that in his opinion it was an excellent mea- 
sure, and one which, with hardly any altera- 
tion, would be quite suitable for their needs. 
It had been said that the best way to en- 
courage the demand for good architecture was to 
educate the public. But he had not the 
slightest doubt that the best way to educate the 
public was to give good architecture. Hers in 
Dublin they had magnificent examples of archi- 
tecture. e said magnificent advisedly, for 
the buildings to which he referred were the 
public buildings, those designed in the grand 
manner. Most of these, however, were erected 
more than a century ago, and he was afraid 
that the public and many architects took them 
as a matter of course, t they are a great 
asset to Dublin there was no doubt, but apart 
from that, their existence placed them in an 
almost unique position for the foundation of a 
school of architecture, which should be second 
to none. Some ven years ago or eo, when the 
National University was founded, the Council of 
that imstitute worked hard te procure the es- 
tablishment of a Chair of Architecture at Uni- 
versity College. At that time the Institute 
considered that a matter of vital importance to 
the proféssion. He knew that it was not al- 
ways possible to insist on one’s pupils taking 
the degree, but he would urge on them the 
necessity of doing all that they could to help 
to build up in the capital of their country a 
school of architecture which would turn out 
men who could carry on worthily the great 
traditions of Dublin architecture. 

' Mr. Kaye-Parry proposed, and Mr. R. Caul- 
feild Orpen seconded a vote of thanks to Mr. 
O'Callaghan for his address. which was carried 
with acclamation. 

A discussion followed on the subject of the 
registration of the architectura] profession, and 
the steps that should be taken co-operate 
with the Institute of Scottish Architects and 
the Royal Institute of British Architects in pro- 
moting a Bill during the coming session. .

(Dr. DP Arey) presided, aud there was a good |.

Miss Jelieit read the. annual report, whieh 
recorded another year of gatisfactory work. 
The — of) visite paid amounted to 28,299, 
and 2 new cases had been undertaken, 
which, when added to the 151 cases remaining 
on the hooke at December Slet, 1919; made @ 
‘total of 2,173... The insufficient supply of cán: 
didates which affected the in the previous 
year had considerably improved, and the num- 
ber of candidates who had been trained had 
increased from three in 1918 to nine in 1919. 
This training formed a very importent branch 
of the work which the institution carried on, 
ae it was from this source that both district 


dates, when leaving, 

efficiently qualified to fill. these responsible 
posts. Both the salaries of the candidates and 
of the staff nurses had been raised in’ com- 
pliance with the request of the Jubilee In- 
stitute, and these now ranged, respectively, 
from £40 to the candidates to £50 to the staff 
nurses. Those increased salaries had added 
considerably te the expenditure, but the inevit- 
able strain to meet this extra expense had been 
greatly relieved by the better-off patients 
making email payments in return for the ser- 
vices of the nurses, which had resulted in £50 
being received from this particular quarter. 

THE ARCHBISHOP OF DUBLIN. 

The Archbishop of Dublin, in proposing the 
adoption of the report, said that it and the 
statement of accounts showed .that the work 
which was being done there wae, firet of aii, 
a good work, a work of inestimable value, and, 
secondle, that it was a work being carried on 
skilfully, both from a technics) and financial 
point of view. It was a work of very great 
magnitude, and he was sure that there were 
great numbers in their city and neighbourhod 
who had no realieation at all of the value of 
the work. His Grace commented in detail on 
the report, and paid a tribute to the eplondid 
work done by the district nurses, not alone 
in Dublin, but in other parts of Ireland, ex- 
pressing the opimon in conclusion that their 
services were incalcuable and of benefit to the 
welfare of the whole community. (Applauee.) 

Dr. MeWalter, in eeconding the motion, bore 
testimony to.the excellent nature of the work 
discharged by the St. Patrick's nurses, and 
said that the citizens did not realice how much 
they owed to that society. He put forward a 
strong appeal for funds for the Home, which, 
he eaid, was doing euch good work.

Dr. Horace Law proposed‘ That the work 
of the Jubilee Nurees ie worthy ‘of support.” 
The report, he said, showed a very remarkable 
number of visits paid, averaging thirteen per 
day, but probably twice that number ‘when 
ther remembered that nurses were sometimes 
sick and off duty. The most unhappy note 
in the report was the question of candi- 
dates coming forward to be  trainéd. 
In the general hospitals, however, since 
the war, they had just got about the 
right number, but the class of girl who took up 
nursing was changing, with many other walks 
of life open to women. Nurses were now paid 
a living wage, but, compared with what women 
got m other walks of life, £50 a year was 
amall. Compared with , their skill they were 
not properly paid, but! compared with what 
people could afford it wag very hard to see how 
they could give them a great deal more. On 
the subject of finance, be thought that they 
ought to get the money from the people who 
used the institutions. They were trying to stir 
up public interest, and if they could persuade 
the workers of Dublin to give them a penny a 
week they would not know what to do with the 
money. 

Miss Carson, seconding, expressed sincere ap- 
preciation ‘of the work of the nurses over a 
great many years during which she had been 
interésted in it. 

The motion was carried with acclamation.
